GARRISON’S NAMED conspirators were mostly New 
Orleans homosexuals who were either dead vanished or 
could not defend themselves wllhout exposure of their 
way of life.

Ruby, a pathetic publicity hound, believed that he 
would lx* hailed as a national hero for putting a bullet in 
Oswald s guts Instead, after a clownish trial in Dallas, he 
was sentenced to death. He died of cancer before the 
stale’s executioners could have their go at him. 

The reason ihe Garrisons, Lanes and others could 
ieed so successfully on the assassination is rooted in the 
simple fact that in a tragedy of such magnitude many 
people, especially overseas, cannot conceive of a major 
killing without suspecting that deep, dark intrigue wa 3 
somewhere afoot.
